ARRL renbers in nine Southern Florida courties have 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of creating a new ARRL 
West Central Florida Section. Ballots courted on 
Septerber 15 at ARRL Headquarters showed 920 rrenbers 
favoring the idea--proposed by the West Certral Florida Section 
Committee--and 86 opposed. A courty-by-courty breakdown of 
the vote indicates that a rrajority of ARRL embers woo cast 
ballots in each county voted for the proposal. The courties involved 
are Charlotte, DeSoto, Hardee, Highlands, Hillssorough, Manatee, 
Pinellas, Polk and Sarasota. 


ARRL Executive Vice Presidert David Summer, K1ZZ, says the next 
step is for the ARRL Board of Directors to review the ertire file ard 
to vote to approve or disapprove the proposal. No tirretable has 
been established for corpletion of the Board's review. The ARRL 
Board has the final say on whether the new section will be created.

NEWINGTON, CT, Sep 20, 1999: The FCC has 
disvissed four Amateur Radio applications resuiting 

froman examination session in Yorkers, New York, 

last spring, but is cortinuing its investigation. 

FCC Legal Adviser for Eforcerrert Riley Hollingsworth wrote the four 
applicarts two rrorths ago seeking answers to very spedfic questions 
about the May 2, 1999, session conducted by “Metro 70 anNetwork 
Armateur Radio Club Volurteer Examiners’ under the ARRL-VEC. All four 
were warned that failure to provide the requested inforrration woud 
lead to disvissal of their applications. On Septerrber 9, Hollingsworth 
wrote the sarve four applicants to disniss their pending applications 


Disvissed were an Arrateur Extra upgrade application fromKeith 
Murphy, KB2YOI, of Spring Valley, New York; a Tech Plus upgrade 
application from Keith J ones, KC2EDT, of Brooklyn, New York an 
Advarced upgrade application fromW inston A. Tulloch, KC2ALN, of 
Paterson, New J ersey; and an application for a Tedridan license from 
Claudies Anderson of Detroit, Michigan. The FCC says Murphy, J ones 
and Tuloch failed to resoond to the initial inquiry, while Anderson told 
the FCC that the test papers the FCC questioned Fimabout were not 
the ones he'd tuned in at the examsession. 


Hollingsworth's initial inquiry said that the FCC had "not rade a finding 
that you engaged in misconduct," but all four applicarts were advised 
September 9 that "the issues surrounding the exanination session" will 
have to be resolved before the FCC ertertains another Arrateur Radio 
application fromany of them 


Hollingsworth told the ARRL that the next step in the investigation would 
be to contact the Volunteer Exariners at the session. 


In its iritial inquries to Murphy, Tuloch and Anderson, the FCC endosed 
a color copy of the answer sheets for the written exam signed by the 
applicart, and questioned the appearance of blue markings most of 
the answers. Arrong other spedfic questions, the FCC asked wrich 
marks the applicants had placed on the answer sheets ard if any 
marks were already on the sheet when it was handed out. The FCC 
Similarly queried J ones about his Morse code answer street, asking if it 
was the only ore he'd filled out on May 2 ard if any of the answers 
were modified after he'd turned in the sheet; the others who took code 
tests were asked if they had written down any of their copy, ard, if so, 
what they did with those notes. Anderson also was asked if he was 
adtually presert at the test session and if he'd had access to an answer 
terplate before or during the test session 


All four applicarts also were asked to narve the Volurteer Exaniners 
who handed out their paperwork and to whomthey gave their 
corrpleted answer sheets, as well as any discussions they might have 
had with the exanirers
